“To me it seems that in this case 
in question the appellant has a per- 
fect right to make any 
repairs that would not tend to increase 


the fire risk to other buildings or pro- 
long the life of the building. By pro- | 
longing the life of a wooden build- 
ing it continues the extra fire risk for | 
a longer time. Any bylaw which in- 
terferes with this right to make re- 
pairs under these conditions must be 
oppressive 

Thé appellant, by his repairs or alt- 
erations has beautified the building 
and has not in any way increased the 
fire risk. Is it not for the good of 
the city of Edmonton to permit such 
repairs where, without any additional 
risk such improve the looks of the 
building. I have no hesitancy in say- 
ing that such a bylaw which prohibits 
such repairs or alterations is not only 
for the good of the city but is deroga- 
tive to the city as well as rfering 
with the common right which every 
man has of utilizing his property to

When the Tageblatt sent 
a cireular letter to all the most im- 
portant provincial papers of the Em- 
pire we find the result of its en- 
quiries thus summarized by the Berlin

‘The vast majority of German 
provincial newspapers would hail 
with delight any compact that would 
imit naval armaments, * * * The 
German governmént has no right and 
no reason for declaring that it is 
bound to refuse any offer of negotia- 
tions on this subject because such a 
step would outrage public opinion.’ ”
